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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1. In response to the Amendment received on November 21, 2008, tlie examiner 
has carefully considered the amendments. The examiner acknowledges the 
cancellation of claim 3. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks/Amendment, filed November 21, 2008, 
with respect to claims 1-2, 11-12 and 18-19 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-2, 12 and 18-19 under 35 USC 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Nakamura et al (6,114,411) has been withdrawn. The rejection of 
claims 1 1 under 35 USC 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over Nakamura et al (6,1 1 4,41 1 ) 
in view of EP 1219689 has been withdrawn. The amendment to the instant claims 
differentiates the instantly claimed invention from the teachings of Nakamura et al in 
that Nakamura et al fails to teach the now claimed fine particle emulsion that 
comprises a polyalkylene oxide emulsion, an emulsion comprising a pH-adjusted resin 
or both, wherein the pH-adjusted resin is prepared by the process as found in instant 
claim 1 . The teachings of EP 1 21 9689 fail to remedy the deficiencies of Nakamura et 
al. And the ink set comprising the instantly claimed black ink composition and a 
second black ink having the conditions as found in claim 1 3. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 -2 and 4-1 9 are allowed.
